Soma cf ita memban «• oppoaad t6 aay 
deal with the knighta, olaiioing that tliij 
are impregnated with Henry Oeorgiam, and 
that it ia the farming community that baa 
to pay the piper for the atrikea. The oom- 
mittee lian not been authorised to make any 
daflnite arraiigamenta tor a mutual working 
of the two bodiea, but will report back tha 
nault of the conference to the geueral meet- 
ing of the alliance. 

The frienda of Buchanan, of Chicago, liare 
glTen up the idea of aaking the general aa- 
aembly to reooniidor ita action of yeatarday 
by which hia credential* ware forfeited, but 
tbair utterauoea hare loat none of the bittar- 
neaa which waa manifeated last night. It ia 
openly charged ttiat nut only aareral mam- 
bara ot tlia ganarai axaoutiTa board but the 
grand maater workman himaeU engaged in 
the fight against the admiaaion and that tha 
word waa given ont aa early aa Monday that 
it waa the will of the admiiiiatration that 
Buchanan ahould walk the plank. Tha Tota 
on the :a4u« in taken aa an indication that 
tt>e appliuation of tliu New York carpet 
meaaurea, John Morri>>i>n'it diatrict, for rain- 
atatement will i)e trt>(»ti> 1 with scant cour- 
te«y by the majority an.l that the policy of 
aiitagonisiu towards tra les unions whiob 
Buohaiuia intend* to oppose upon the floor 
Will be continued with more vigor thap 
ever. 

As one of the delegat>« renmrkod laat 
niglit; "W'e have uottiiiii( in common with 
iQde()endeiit tra<les orgauizatioui. and for 
these wliicli will not voluntary and cannot 
be made to coute within our fold, nothing 
remains but war." 

The floor of the convention has been 
flooded wii^ circular* issued by the execu- 
tive U>ard of District Assembly t'i, criticis- 
ing Powiierly and commenting strongly 
upon some of hi* puiiliHhed Hpe«>chea. Ttia 
pruMu commit. eu says that the convention, 
bo far, has ln)»a very harmonioua. Mr. 
I'uwderly says it has not been anything o( 
the kind, and that he is glad ot it, baoauae 
cut and dried oonrentioaa lutvar aooompUab 
much. Conoeming ttie ooafaraaoaa balwaao 
Michael Davitt and Powdariy, a member of 
the order has this to aay: **Tba object of 
DaTitt'a Tiait at thia time waa to try and in- 
duce Powderly to pay a viait to Iralaod and 
form a branch of Uia Knighti ot lAbor, 
thereby ooinbinlng tba workingmaa of Bnir- 
laud, Ireland, Bootland and Watoa A pow- 
erful syndicate will be formad whiota wiM 
tend to wipe out the Oraagaman. Tha or- 
der in ttiac country will be aecrat, and no 
ona will be able t > tell whether hia neighbor 
ii a knight or noc It is tha intention to 
maks Davitt the le-vler of tha order in Ire- 
land, aud he will ououp/ tha aama place 
which Powdarljr duaa ia this oountry. Ot 
oou^aa, they will not ba in oonjunction with 
the order on thia alda of lha waaar, and tha 
government aa well t a Maawa. Davitt and 
Powdarly ondarataad tha. inability of tha 
oourt of 8l Janaa to iatarfara la tha mat-

A. M. Hchiimotr writes to the Journal at 
St retemlnirtf that hi* footsteps were cou- 
(tantly do^i^e t while he was in the Onrrnait 
capital, his purchases noted and his corres- 
pondence put under the closest surveillance. 
(Several letters that ware written to him 
from Warsaw and Moscow never rea<^hed 
him All the letters which were permitted 
to come to hia hand during hia stay ha ia 
poaitive ha<l been opened UiHw bolag lor- 
wardiHl to hill hoteL 

An Knglish gentleman writes t<i thw Times 
that wIk'u he llrst arriveil at the Oerinan 
capital, whert) he sj,>eut some time, a French 
daily })aper to which he hail sutiticribed 
reached him with unfailing regultu-ity ex- 
cept on the innrnings on which there were 
letters for him in the same mail. 

On these days both papers and letter* were 
aeveral hour* late, and he was informed 
upon lodging a complaint with the postal 
authoritioa that the delay waa caused in each 
case by the failure of the Preach train to 
make its regular connection at Cologne, al- 
though he found the French papers had ar- 
rived at the cafes at the normal hour. After 
at>out three weeks' sojourn at Berlin, how- 
ever, th-re wtire no more such eccentrac»tiw( 
in hi* mail servic«, which change ui the 
Stat*' of Inn iiJfiilra he attritiutes to the pos- 
sible circuiiiHtaiioe that the authorities hail 
escttrtaiiieii tiint he was not a conspirator or 
H iMftioM lu any oth>)r way aiimical to tha 
welfwo of the empire of tftirinany. 

Of course the experience- of a Frenchman 
in Berlin would nut fall l>eliinil those of 
other visitors there, and a conipliinant 
writing V* the Oaulsi!< more thiin iiiiiiiuates 
that his corre8(wndoiiTO during a rt«o«nt 
brief stay in that city waM taiuiMtreil with if 
not for the delectation of the Pru>>!«ian ofD- 
oials for that of Prince Bismarck himself. 
This writer revenges his supposed wrongs 
by depicting in picturi>s>iue language the 
life of the Qerman youtn at the universi- 
ties, their orgies, their gross ignocauoe, their 
idleness and brutality, and their lack of 
fealty and common honesty, which promise 
degeneracy and ultimate downfall of the 
Teulouic empire through the future en- 
traiuw of these ruffian* into the service of 
the stete. 8ucb revenge as this writer takes 
would scarcely compensate an Englishman 
or American for tha wrong committed, but 
to a Freuchmau, when a Ctermaa is the 
offaodar, it i» amply aulBoiaak
